A Bruta l “ Spo rt” Tha t 
W a i Po pula r In 
Fo rmer Da y s. 
The principle of bu ll baiting was ex­ 
tremely simple. 
A collar was fasten­ 
ed rou nd tin* bu ll’s neck, and by this 
the bu ll was attached by a rope to a 
stake. 
The rope varied from nine ft* 
fifteen feet in length and therefore al­ 
lowed the bu ll bu t little movement. 
The au dience was accommodated in a 
circle or “ring.” 
The bu lldog’s du ty was to grasp the 
bu ll’s nose, and when he had su cceed 
ed in obtaining u grip tie was requ ired 
to maintain his hold, despite the ef­ 
forts of the larger a n im a l to dislodge 
him. The bu ll awaited the attack with 
lo wered horns, 
w h ich the d o g s o u g h t 
to evade by «Touching to w a r d the head 
o f his opponent. 
Sometimes the bu ll 
managed to get his horns u nder or 
Into the dog. which was then thrown 
hig h into the air. 
Writers state that dogs had been 
tossed u p to a height of thirty or forty 
feet. 
The dog. if be su rvived, wou ld 
“ retire hu rt ” On the other hand, once 
the dog. which was trained to grip only 
the nose, obtained n hold Ids adver­ 
sary wou ld have little chance of shak­ 
ing hiitt oft'
